These were the campaign pledges of six candidates for 
non-voting delegate to Congress from the District of 
Columbia who addressed the November 30 meeting of the 
Foggy Bottom Association. They represent top priorities 
of, respectively: Dr. David Dabney, Rev. Walter E. 
Fauntroy, Rev. Douglas Moore, John A. Nevius, Rev. 
Channing E. Phillips, and William K. Scheirer. 


Rev. Fauntroy, Rev. Phillips and Mr. Scheirer are running 
in the Democratic primary; Mr. Nevius will enter the 
Republican primary; and Dr. Dabney and Rev. Moore will 
run in the final election as independents. 


Foggy Bottomians jammed Pillsbury Hall at St. Paul’s 
Church to hear the views of the candidates — the entire 
two-hour meeting was devoted to the presentations. (Only 
candidates who had declared by November 1 were invited 
to speak. Channing Phillips had to leave early to attend a 
conflicting event, and was ably represented by Mr. James 
Dyke, a Howard University student.) 


In response to a question from the floor, the candidates 
expressed unanimous opposition to further freeways in the 
District of Columbia and to the construction of the Three 
Sisters Bridge, and expressed their willingness to so testify 
at the December 14 hearings before the City Council on the 
design of the bridge.

Among the many worthy causes to which the Foggy 
Bottom Association has contributed, one that has surely 
rewarded the givers with more than the knowledge that 
they have done something good is the D.C. Youth 
Orchestra, which has won for its members and for the 
United States honors in the musical world. 


Earlier in the year the FBA responded to an appeal for 
funds to finance a trip for the young group to the 1970 
International Festival of Youth Orchestras in St. Moritz, 
Switzerland. The orchestra not only made it to St. Moritz 
last summer—they won the highest mark of approval of a 
European audience (a rhythmic clapping in unison by the 
audience) in its performance of Aaron Copland’s “Outdoor 
Overture.” 


In the finale concert of the Festival, at which the best 
120 players in the visiting nine orchestras were selected to 
play, the D.C. Youth Orchestra placed 30 players in all four 
sections (woodwinds, strings, brass and percussion).

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MONTESSORI CHILDREN’S CENTER 


NOW IN FOGGY BOTTOM 
A new addition to the educational scene in the 
Georgetown-Foggy Bottom area is the Montessori 


Children’s Center, which recently opened at St. Paul’s 
Episcopal Church, 2430 K Street. 


The Montessori Children’s Center is unique among 
Montessori International schools in northwest Washington 
in that it offers not only the regular Montessori program for 
children ages 2% through 7 but a full day-care program for 
the children of working mothers as well. It is one of only 
three or four Montessori schools in the entire Washington 
metropolitan area which provide day-care services. Interest 
in Montessori education has increased rapidly in the United 
States during the 1960’s, and there are now several dozen 
Montessori schools in the Washington area alone. 


Although the Montessori system of education is perhaps 
best known for its success in teaching very young children 
to read and write, the principal purpose of Montessori 
education is to promote self-confidence and self-discipline 
in the child by providing him with a controlled 
environment within which he is able to achieve success in 
an ever broadening range of activities through the use of a 
variety of ingeniously designed sensorial materials. 
Although the children participate in a variety of group 
activities such as singing, rhythm band, foreign language 
lessons, primary stress is placed on helping each individual 
child to advance at his own pace and in his own way. 


The Montessori Children’s Center, which was formerly 
located on Nebraska Avenue, is staffed by two graduate 
Montessori teachers and an assistant teacher. It has facilities 
to accommodate forty children. According to Miss 
Charlotte Givaudan, the directress, a few places are now 
available for three-year-olds both in the regular and 
day-care programs.

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GIFTS FROM AROUND THE WORLD 


If you still have some last minute Christmas shopping to 
do, The United Nations Gift Shop, 3143 N. St., N.W. is the 
perfect place to find unusual and reasonably priced gifts 
from all parts of the world. 


The shop opened a year ago and is located in two small 
rooms on the second floor of a townhouse off the corner of 
Wisconsin and N. St. Run by volunteers, the shop sends all 
profits to the U.N. Center. There are plans for expansion 
and the management hopes that eventually the gifts will 
represent all 127 countries in the U.N. Right now there are 
items from over forty-five nations. 


When I visited I was fascinated with their unique 
collection of jewelry. Especially attractive is the assortment 
of enamel jewelry inspired by the Irish “Book of Kalls.” 
Other impressive items are a filigreed ivory bracelet from 
India, and a collection of copper and brass pendants and 
bracelets from Mexico. There is a wide variety of rings and 
earrings from India and Pakistan. One of the volunteers told 
me that they expect to greatly enlarge the jewelry selection 
as soon as room permits. 


Some of the nicest items in the store are the gifts for 
children. There are hand puppets from Russia clad in gaily 
colored smocks, and rag dolls, hand made in Annapolis. For 
the boys there are bow and arrow sets carved in Taiwan 
from a shiny reddish brown wood. My favorite was a set of 
carved wooden animals from Equador - donkeys, camels, 
and rams, all extremely low in price. Musical instruments, 
such as Moroccan drums, and a xylophone from the 
U.S.S.R. would be perfect for children of any age. 


For the home there is a set of hand-painted china from 
Poland, and from Holland, dainty salt and pepper mills that 
rest in a wooden cradle. Religious wood sculpture from 
Canada, painted brass vases and plates from Pakistan, and a 
silver cigarette box from Iran were among some of the 
other striking pieces. 


There is a wide assortment of handbags - knitted ones 
from Hungary, a goatskin satchel from Ghana, as well as a 
filigreed silver purse from Syria.

GOOD NEIGHBORS 


While the FBA decidedly prefers one family residences in 
the Bottom, recognition should be given to buildings of 
other types which conform to good taste and good 
neighborliness. Among these we can include Potomac Plaza 
Apartments which closed down its incinerator in March 
1968, a good three years before required to by city 
ordinance and in additional to keeping the air clean 
provides what is probably the largest proportion of 
greensward to building area of any structure in the Bottom, 
and trees, shrubs and grass kept green, trim and neat. 


It had been hoped to be able to include George 
Washington University’s Warwick Building across 24th 
Street from the Immaculate Conception Academy at K 
Street (the latter shows still careful maintenance), but the 
machinery at that building still stands open to the street 
without so much as a fig leaf to hide its ugliness. Let’s hope 
Mr. Ludwig of GWU Hospital will find time in his 
administrative duties to see to it that the screen of shrubs 
referred to in the FBN of last June becomes real.
